Civic Holiday is Edmonton's own, It is 
not a national or provincial anniversary, 
but exclusively of civic institution, sig- 
nificance and purpose. It is not a day set 
aside by federal or provincial statute but 
by order of the council of the city, imple- 
mented by proclamation of the Mayor year 
after year. It is the occasion when the 
people who live in Edmonton pay formal 
official respect to their home town. The 
object is, and the effect should be, to direct 
their attention to the municipal corpora- 
tion, its institutions, its history, its tra- 
ditions, its conditions and its prospects. 

The utilities operated by the city, the 
bylaws made by the city council, the police 
and fire protection services maintained by 
the city, the care of streets and public 
places which is the responsibility of the 
city, touch the lives of its citizens every 
day and in numberless ways. These shape 
in very great measure the circumstances 
which surround the home, the business, 
the occupation and the recreation of the 
Edmonton man and his family. If these 
circumstances are favorable they are 
ound to develop pride in the city and 
attachment to it. In broad language, Civic 
Holiday is an invitation to Edmontonians 
to look at Edmonton, its past, its present, 
and its prospects. 

Even amid the distractions of war- 
time, and in days when we know that Ed- 
monton men are fighting in Sicily, on the 
seas, and in the air over Hitler's Europe, 
it is worth while taking time out to see 
the Edmonton that is, recall the Edmonton 
that was twenty, thirty or forty vears 
ago, and survey the indications of what 
the Edmonton of the future is to be. Cer- 
tainly no person who does this will find 
cause for disappointment in the progress 
that has been made, in the expansion that 
is now taking place, or in the outlook. Alto- 
gether contrary must the reaction. The 

owth of Edmonton is amazing over the 
last half-century, and that is a brief per- 
iod in the lifetime of a city.

President Roosevelt 
on Wednesday repeated—what Mr. Church- 
ill had been careful to say—that the sur- 
render must be unconditional, and also 
emphasized the complete agreement among 
the Allied Governments on the subject 

What does “unconditional surrender’ 
mean. Apparently some people suppose 
means that these two words must be wr 
ten into the document of submission. That 
is not essential. What is essential is that 
the submission be without 
that the defeated country accept whatever 
terms the victors impose, and bind itself 
to keep those terms in good faith 
as this is done the inclusion or ex 
of the phrase is of no consequence 
conditional surrender is a fact, whatever 
language may be employed in stating the 
fact.

SICILY, July 29.—(Delayed) 
-—(CP)—In the advance di- 
recity eastward from Leon- 
forte to Agira the Canadians 
gambled heavily by leaving 
their left flank partially ex- 
posed for several days while 
the Americans swung around 
to the north to cover them. 
However the gamble was suc- 
cessful. 

At Leonforte Maj-Gen. Guy 
Simonds, commander of the Ca- 
nadian Ist Division, carefully 
sized up the situation and audaci- 
ously sent his troops down the 
Agire road despite the open 
flank. His plan worked magnifi- 
cently and the German attention 
was so taken up that no counter- 
attack developed on the flank. As 
a matter of fact, the Canadians 
have not yet experienced a coun- 
ter-attack, apart from a couple of 
inconsequential local actions 
Gen. Simond’s tactics throughout 

the campaign have been to seek out
